PROSPEROUS FARMS 
BURIED IN MUD.

REDDING, May 21.—Hat Creek 
Valley, in the eastern part of the 
county, received a baptism of mud to- 
day, and for a distance of fifteen 
miles once .fruitful farms are buried 
from one to three feet deep, all on 
account of a terrific eruption of Las- 
sen Peak that broke at midnight. 

Three homes were destroyed, live- 
stock perished, bridges vanished, 
roads were wiped off the map and 
that no lives were lost is perhaps 
due to the foresight of Forest Ranger 
Frank Seaborn, who, riding a swift 
saddie horse, sped through the valley 
before daybreak rousing the slumber- 
ing and spreading the alarm. 

The flood of mud spent its fury at 1

Wednesday night for the first time, 
broke loose in a terrific outburst at 
midnight.

Those who have seen the really 
big eruptions, say that this was one- 
half larger than had ever be-

IGHT FIRES 
IN ALASKA. 


TOWN THREATENED. 


Soldiers from Fort Seward and 
Government Ranges are Struggling 
with the Flames in Tongass , Na- 
tonal Forest While Another Blaze 
is Raging Near Chugach. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—Two for- 
est fires are burning at the north end 
of Tongass national forest, Alaska, 
threatening to destroy the homes of 
settlers and menacing a heavy stand 
of government timber, according to a 
telegram received today by the forest 
service. Troops ‘from Fort Seward 
have been recalled from maneuvers to

Still another fire is reported burn- 
ing on the Chugach national forest in 
Alaska, several hundred miles north- 
west of the Tongass. This also is re- 
garded as serious, as the Chugach as 
well as the forest contains 
great stands of valuable timber.

“Call. to Prayer” Issued by 
Bishop Earl Cranston. 


Divine Intercession Sought to 
End the Great War. 


People Should Pray not Once 
a Day, but Incessantly. 


[A P. CORRESPONDENCE.] 
WASHINGTON (D. May 19.— 
In behalf of the bishops of the Meth-_ 
odist Episcopal Church, Bishop Ear! 
Cranston of Washington made public 
today a special “Call to Prayer,” ap- 
pointed to be read in all the Methodist 
churches. 

‘Not once a day only, nor merely 
n convenient, but in our every 
thought of God let the ery 


of our hearts incessantly ascend 
the peace of Europe and the world,” 
says the appeal. 
The text of the call ts as follows: 
“In the divine ordering of events 
it has been given to American Meth- 
odism to develop and occupy the 
world parish claimed by the daring 
faith of John Wesley, when Metho- 
dists were a despised people. The 
Methodist Episcopai church, now 
firmly plan on every continent of 
the globe, must thereforé recognize 
at this crucial period in human affairs 
her honorable and responsible rela- 
tion to all races and conditions of 
mankind. The tenure of her own 
spiritual life and leadership is at 
stake in her attitude toward this sa- 
From the beginning 
Methodism conceived of the .king- 
dom of God as a wniversal brother- 
hood founded in the spirit and teach- 
ings of Jesus Christ, with God as 
one Fathtr, love as the supreme law, 
and all people and peoples eligible 
on equal terms to all its benefits for 
time and eternity. Whatever obscures 
‘this vision of the kingdom of God 
bars the way to its glorious realiza- 
tion, The prayer, ‘Thy Kingdom 
Come,’ has therefore ever béen the 
first petition on all human tongues 
consecrated by the hallowing of the 
Father's name. But now, to the hor- 
ror of angels &nd men, the vision is 
for the time lost by the one continent 
that has been beyond all others sanc- 
tified by the blood of Christian mar- 
tyres, and the voice of God silenced in 
the councils of the embittered nations. 
Europe is engulfed in unutterable woe 
and the world is filled with an agony 
of dread. Christian soldiers are daily 
passing in multitudes to judgment 
with the blood of fellow-Christians on 
their hands. On every wind the wails 
of widowed mothers and orphaned 
children are mingled with tie groans 
of mangled and dying men. 

MUST INTERPOSE. 


“Under such conditions your chief 
pastors can be no longer silent, nor 
can they meet their duty by a per- 
functory exhortation to formal! prayers 
for divine interposition. Not until we 
realize that, beneath all that appears, 
this war. with ite awful carnage is but 
a struggle for commercial supremacy, 
can we understand how alien to 
hereditary dynasties is the thought of 
the universal brotherhood of man.

its increasing importance as a world 
center of finance. 

Demand bills on London declined 
to 4.78, which Is not only far below 
the usual rate at which gold can be 
imported from England, but es- 
tablishés the minimum quotation for 
that form of remittance since the 
panic of 1872, when our bankers were 
resorting to every device, because of 
some necessity, to obtain gold from 
abroad. 

Francs and lires also went to low- 
est prices récorded sin@ the outbreak 
of the war and so far as could be 
learned, today's rates for remittances 
to Paris and Rome have not been 
equalled in a generation. 

Reichmarks, or exchange on Ger- 
many, were steady with moderate 
transactions, but rates on all other 
continental centers were weak. Cables 
from Paris report a Yrecord quotation 
for French exchange on London. 

There is no way of computing the 
amount of bills of exchange held by 
our bankers against purchases here 
by the leading countries of Europe, 
mainly on war supplies, foodstuffs and 
textiles, but the figure runs into hun- 
dreds of millions of liars. It is 
partly the pressure of these bills for 
sale by American holders which has 
brought about the existing unparal- 
leled situation. 

Sales of American securities here 
for foreign account and receipt of 
more gold from Canada and France 
have relieved conditions only in part 
but students of the situation declare 
that real relief can only come from 
the placing of further large credit in 
this market of the release of virtually 
all the gold now held at Ottawa and 
its retransfer to this country.

QUITS REDS IN 
NICK-OF TIME. 


Councilman W heeler Out of 
Socialist Party. 


Resignation Saves Him from 
Walking the Plank. 


While Radicals are Rapidly 
Scuttling the Ship. 


Councilman Fred ©. Wheeler edged 
away from the dynamite yesterday 
just as it was about to explode. He 
resigned from the Socialist party. 

The greatest disdppointment over 
this resignation was manifest in the 
Socialist city committee, which had 
whetted an appetite for shirred 
Wheeler at tonight's seance in the 
red-card grill. 

Counciiman Wheeler will not be 
there. His resignation from the So- 
clalist party created a political sensa- 
tion yesterday. Politically, it is a big 
event, although intrinsically he ig di- 
vorcing himself from nothing at all. 

J. E. Snyder, secretary of the Los 
Angeles local, the red-card, red-shirt- 
ed, red-lunged boss of that institu- 
tion, demanded Mr. Wheeler's resig- 
nation after reading the Wheeler 
signature affixed to a platform not 
entirely socialistic. 

To prove that he is the Socialist 
party. Snyder says: 

“TI have just tinished reading the 
Platform with which vou have asso- 
elated yourself py signature. I am 
very sorry you saw fit to do this. In 
order to avoid further friction among 
the members of t@e Socialist party I 
think the course ror yeu to pursue 
is to send in your resignation from 
the party and ticket at once. The 
city Central Committee meets tomor- 
row night, and I hope that vou will 
see fit to take the above suggestion.” 
Long befcre this reached Mr. 
Wheeler he had his resignation ready. 
It had been ready severa! days. It 
ys: 

“Owing to the fact that the city 
Central Committee and myself have 
not been able to work in harmony 
in the matter of party tactics, and 
not wishing to embarrass you or my- 
self, I have this day sent in my resig- 
nation as a2 member of the Socialist 
party, whose rules I have never kncw- 
ingly violated in my seventeen years’ 
membership.” 

Counciiman Wheeler left a sinking 
ship. Two years age he fought to 
ride with it. The committee had him 
half over the gunwale then. but he 
clung to the ratlines or something 
quite as substantial and escaped bhe- 
ing thrown overboard. His trial was 
a momentous affair. 

Starting with the old Bellamy or- 
ganization a quarter of a century aco. 
Mr. Wheeler has been a leading So- 
clalist. When offices were to run 
for he ran on the Socialist ticket. He 
ran at the Harper recall election for 
Mayor against George Alexander, and 
hardly a ballot In recent years bear- 
ing the Socialist party emblem or 
candidates falled to carry his name. 
Recently Mrs. Estelle Lawtcn 
Lindsey dared to find something com- 
mendable outside the gunpowdered 
tenets of the red card faith. She wag 
called before the committee and read 
out of the party. Counctiman Wheeler, 
out of a spirit of fair play. fought 
for her and fell into bad odcr with 
the committee becauke of it.

Larry Sullivan, as Lawrence W. 
Sullivan was best known in Portland 
and Astoria, came to the Pacific Coast 
in 1885 from Pittsburgh. He set up 
a sailor boarding-house at Astoria 
and from the first succeeded, being 
one of the few men who had never 
been to sea and hardly had tasted 
salt water to do so. 

Several years later Sullivan em- 
barked in the sailor boarding-house 


business in Portland, associating him- 
self with Peter and Jack Grant. al- 
though the Grants and Sullivan were 
distinctly different types of men and 
conducted their operations in widely 
different manner. Their association 


held together many years. 
left Portland about ten years ago, but 
not before he had made and tost’s 
fortune in the sailor boarding-h 
and mining business; beem tried
